But when two or three of this Sort of Folks concur in 
their Schemes and by fupporting each others Teftimony 
impofe ona Croud of honelt People, who perhaps make a 
Scruple of fuppofing that a well-dreft Man will publickly 
tell a Lye, it is intolerable, and thofe who have Penetra- 
tion enough to detect their dark Purpofes fhould ceteac 
them, inftead of joining inthe Laugh.
